"If this pMhibitive tariff go4*s into effect 
it will Ih* a heavy blow to American 
manufacturers. More than a thousand 
carloads uf machinery hr© shipped every 
year from this-country to the Argentine, 
lint there is little profit In. the trade. The 
profitable end of th© business is in th© 
export of spare porta used for repairing, 
on which the duty has averaged less than 
th© 2f> per cent, levied .on machinery 
proper. Argentina has practically no 
coal, iron or wood, except dyewoods. so 
she has not the opportunity to bnild fac¬ 
tories to compete with foreign makers of 
machinery. There most., be some trick 
behind this move."
